I was in Company the other Day, where a 
warm Difpute arofe, whether the Tafte and 
Knowledge of Painting was confined only to 
Painters and Connoiffeurs, as they are termed ; 
t whether a Man of Senfe may not be as 
good a Judge as either. I was little better 
‘han en Auditor, during the whole Diipute 3 








which, like moft. Difpates, ended without 
Conviétion on either Sides When I came 
home I recolleéted I+ had feen a Dialogue, 
wrote in French, on this very Subject, by 
Mr. Coppell, which fets it in the trueft Light, 
and ftates the Difference between the Pa:nter, 
Connoiffeur, and indifferent Specator of a Pice 


A tures with due Regard to the Merit of each. 


Mr. Prompter gives us a Tranfiation of this 
Dialogue. After fome introductory Difcourfe 
between Damon and Alcippus, the latter pro- 
ceeds thus: 

I agree with you, that he, who has ftudy’d 
the Principles of the Art, will feel mmre Plea- 
fure than another ; but I am far from think- 
ing that Study abfolutely neceffary. Accord- 
ing to your Reafoning, Poets only fhould read 
Verfes with Pleafure, and Concerts be fre- 
quented by none but thofe who underftand 
Mufick. No; the polite Arts are to be tafted 
by every Body that has good Senfe, and efpe- 
cially Painting, which is nothing but an Imi- 
tation of Truth. Believe me, my dear Friend, 
a Man of good Senfe often feels the Beauties 
of a fine Picture, much ftronger- than many 
of thofe pretended Connoiffeurs, that impofe 
upon you by a Language peculiar to them- 
felvess If they can but find the Touch of 
Titian or Carrache in a Picture, that’s enough 
for them, to be in Admiration at it. But 
don’t you even fo much as fancy, that they 
draw their Proofs of a Picture’s being an O- 
riginal, from the grand Parts of it. No, 
they'll trace it in fome little Corner, the 
Touch of a Plant, the Tip of a Cloud, or 

(what oftner determines them) the Backfide o 
the Clob. Then they know all the Terms of 


. the Art, have the Livesof the Painters, and 


the Hiftory of each Piece at their Tongue’s 
End, which Knowledge they on'y make Ufe 
of to render their Arguments the more myf- 
— and to give thofe that hear them fo 


abfirufe 
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abfirufe an Idea of the Art, that they dare 
not traft their own Eyes afterwards, and are 
afraid to praife the Light in a Picture, becaufe 
they do not know the Term of Chiaro Of- 
cura, or the Beauty of the Colouring, becaufe 
that fine Expreffion of Harmony of Colours is 
not as familiar to their Tongues. If they 
happen to fee a beautiful old Head, where the 
Wrinkles are ftrongly reprefented, they are 
afraid to commend it for Want of the pro- 
per Term. What! Shall Men of true Senfe 
be ever the Dupes of thefe bigh flown Talk. 
ers? But what is ftill worfe, they take upon 
them to make Diftiples. A Man who has a 
mind to form a Tafte in Painting, will apply 
himfelf to one of thefe, rather than to a 
Painter; for it is their Intereft to cry down 
Painters, and fpeak of them as of the worft 
Judges. This Foundation well eftablithed, 
and the Difciple thoroughly perfuaded of it, 
nothing ftops his Progrefs: In avery thort 
Time he boldly ventures to defpife every 
PiGture that he fees upon a frefh Cloth, and 
only admires thofe that are ready to drop to 
Pieces. What an Air of Capacity he gives 
himfelf, when he has got his C:-cle about 
him, and is pointing out the Beauties of an o/d 
dark Pi&ure, where others can fee nothing, nor 
he himfelf (if he’down the Truth ?) He is fol- 
low’d by every body, and liften’d to with Ad- 
miration. That Man muft furely (fay bis ri- 
diculous Admirers) bave awery deep Penetra- 
tion, that can fee fo many Beauties in a Pidure 
where we fee nothing but an undiftinguith’d 
Dark! From thence our new Difciple paffes 
by fome modern Piece that had juft been highly 
extolled; he fcarce looks at it. His foolith 
Followers, furprized at their own Ignorance 
in admiring that Picture, miftruft their own 
Senfes. The Picture no longer ftrikes them ; 
the Compofition is no longer good, nor the 
Expreilion ftrong ; the Colouring that pleas’d 
them grows faint. ‘They apply to their Judge, 
Pray, Sir, tell us, Go on to fome other, 
Jays he, don’t you fee the Picture is modern ? 
How can you look at it? As ridiculous a De- 
cifion as this is, it is followed; he paffes for 
a very great Connor/Jeur, and that’s all he 
wants; for it is but too true, we often buy 
Books and Pictures, and go to Concerts, not 
that we love Reading, Painting, or Mufick; 
but to give us an Air of underftanding them. 

Upon Damon's aking, Why are Painters fo 
firongly accufed of Ignorance, as to ancient 
Pictures? And faying, he had feen fome of 
them very much puzzled ; Aicippus proceeds: 

I underftand you; and wil] anfwer, that 
in the firft Place, a ikilful Painter is as flow 
in giving his Judgment, as others are quick. 
Second y, prhaps he has not feen Variety of 
Originals enough, to form a true Knowledge 
of different Manners. A Painter chiefly Pudies 
the principal Maflers, and may, withont a 
Crime, have neglected the /e/jer ones. It is

F mongf Mankind. This agreeable Diverfiy 
in the Conftitution of the Univerfe, gives % 
a more enlarged Idea-of the Wiléom 
Power of the great Author of it, than any 
fingle uniform Production could raife in 
however noble and magnificent. In like Man- 
ner, the Difference of Mens Circumftances, 
Difpofitions, and Capacities, are urg’d 4? 
Proof of the Creator’s Skill, equally with 
that of their Featurer, Shape and Complext; 
but the natural Efe of thefe, a Difagree 
ment of Opinions, with refpe& to Religion,

Thing be more abfurd ? If it were propos’d, 
that all Mankind fhould wear a Mdajk, of the 
fame Colour and Form, in order to difguife 
the natural Difparity in the Make, and Air 
of their Faces, fuch a Scheme for an artifi- 
cial Uniformity of A fpe& would be univerfally 
ridicul’d 3 an Attempt to deprefs and contra& 


the Underftandings of fome, to ffreteh the A 


Capacities of others, to diffort and torture all, 
till they are brought to one Size, is equally 
romantick and whimfical. 

All Exclamations againft a Variety of reli- 
gious Opinions, are really a Burlefgue on Na- 
ture, on the Model of the World, fo admira- 
bly contrived by the unerring Wifdom of the 
eternal Mind. Such Complaints muft be the 
Effect of fuperficial Obfervation, and, if Na- 
ture be rightly difpofed, of grofs Ignorance 
and Prefumption ; fince "tis next to impoffible, 
as long as the Underftandings of Men, and 
their Opportunities and Advantages differ, that 
their Apprehenfions of any Subject, in all the 
Parts of it, thould be exaétly the fame. If 
all Mankind publickly adher’d to one Form, 
and maintain’d the fame fpeculative Principles, 
they mutt appear to every other Being, that 
was acquainted with their original Frame, as 
acting in Mafquerade; the Religion of the 
Multitude would be look’d on as the Effe&t of 
Indelence and Inattention ; and the Religion of 
others as nothing but a Fuggle, the Refult of 
fawning Complaifance, or flavifh Terror. 

And as the Difference of Sentiment in re- 


ligious Controverfies, which the Exercife of D either does not underftand, or pays no Regard 


private Judgment is faid to introduce, is nafu- 
ra! and unavoidable, and exhibits juft fuch a 
Scene as one would expeét to fee, if all were 
of honeft ingenuous Minds, and impartial En- 
quirers after Truth; the Inconveniencies, if 
there are any, muft be charg’d on the God of 
Nature, who, we may as rationally fuppofe, 
intended, there fhould be a Multiplicity of O- 
pinions, when he formed the Underftandings 
of Men fo different with refpeét to Clearnefs, 
Strength, and Compafs ; as we may judge, 
from the different Struéture of the Organs of 
Sight, that he defign’d external OdjeFs thould 
be variou/ly reprefented. But it will be found, 
on Refle&tion, that the Thing in itfelf has no 
ill Confequences. Is it then none, or a trifling

Inconvenience, that oppofite Se&s in Religion, F 


aiming at the Superiormy, and endeavouring to 
opprels each other, form contrary Fa€tions in 
the State, which diftrefs and qweaken the Civil 
Atminifration ? Without Doubt this, when- 
: r it happens, is very detrimental to the 
Con of Society ; but "tis no more a natural 
Ra quence of Mens thinking differently of 

gion, than of different Judgments about 


Poetry, Wit, or Painting. But Religion is of Ga Contradiction to Reafon, 


vafly greater Importance than any mere natu- 
ral Accomplioments, or the nvoft polite Refine- 
“a ws of Art; and therefore demands a more 

arm and adlive Zeal, Allowing this, no- 


224 


thing more follows, than that we fhould en- 
deavour to fupport its Honour, in a Way 
fuited to its Excellency, to recommend it b 

calm and ftrong Perfuafion, and inftruét eac 

other in its grand Principles; but it muft be a 
moft unnatural Excefs of Zeal, for the De- 
fence of Piety, to renounce Humanity, and 
that equitable Regard, and kind Affection, 
which are unalterably due from one Man to a- 
nother. The facrificing moral Virtue for 
the Sake of Religion, is making Religion an 
Idol, the Object of a blind and fup:rftitious 
Zeal. If it be faid, that thefe Evils, bow- 
ever repugnant to the true Genius of Religion, 
are the aétual gn of a Variety of Seéts, 
enthufiafiically fond of their particular Schemes, 
and pA Som by a ftrong < 0889 of Oppofition: 
Tis fufficient to anfwer, that as they are only 
accidental Abufes, to which the beft Things 
are liable; the fame Argument may be urg’d 
againft Reafon, and every Branch of natural 
and civil Liberty. A Man of a halty and 
choleric Temper, may, with a fairer Shew 
of Juftice, be deprived of taking the Air, 
and fhut up from all Converfation, becaufe 
fuch Perfons, in the Tranfports of their Paf- 
fion, are apt to commit many Extravagances, 
than ‘the Liberty of thinking for ourfelves can 
be reftrain’d on the Account of Inconvenien- 
ces that don’t {pring dire&ly from it, but arife 
entirely from different Caufes; from Pride, 
and Peevifhnefs, and Impatience of Contra- 
dition, and a four inflexible Bigotry, that 


to, the unalienable Rights of Confcience. Or 
if the fame Reafoning be applied to Politics, 
it will hold much ftronger: For it may be 
pretended, that Cabals and Faétions in the 
State dire&/y affect the Peace of Society, re- 
ligious Parties only remote/y ; and that there- 
fore if there be any Need of Formularies, and 
authoritative Articles of Faith, for our Union 
as Chriftians, there muft be much more Need 
of fome public Standard of political Orthodoxy, 
to which all thall implicitly fubmit. And when 
this Scheme is once eftablifhed, the Infolence 
of Liberty will be fufficiently controul'd, with 
refpeét both to Religion and Government ; 
and Mankind become as tame Slaves to ar- 
bitrary Power, as the moft abfolute Tyrants, 
whether Ecclefiafical or Civil, can defire. 
But if various Schemes of Religion were 
naturally produétive of fome Diforder, how ig 
it poflible to rectify it, without altering the 
prefent State of the World? If we give up 
the Right of private Judgment, what can we 
fubftitute in the room of it, to bring Man- 
kind to a Unity of Faith and Praétice? The 
Claims of Popery are groundilefs and arrogant, 
Scripture, and 
Experience. And can Protefants, who dif- 
claim Infallibility, propofe any plausible Center 
of Union, any public Decifion of Controverfies, - 
to which we may fafely and honourably fub- 
Hh2 Mit, 
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mit, as Men, and Chriftians? If we fet up 
the Opinion of the Majority as the Standard 
of Truth, we make the rude, uninftruéted, 
unthinking Multitude, who are reprefented as 
incapable of any coo) and impartial Exercifes 
of Reafon, not only Judges for theméelves, 
but for others of much fuperior Abilities. 
And if we fuppofe the Civr/ Magifrrate, in 
every Country, to be the Perfon authorized 
to fettle the Religion of it; or place this 
Right in thofe who call theméelves the Courch, 
in ConjunGion with the Civil Power, or in 
Oppofition to it: Then Truth and Falthood 
will be the fame; Protefantifm and Popery, 
the Doétrine of Chri? and Mabomet ; the Ido- 
Jatry of Pagen:/m, and every new Superfi- 
tion, however wiid and monftrous, that may 
hereafter be efiablith'd, will all belong to the 
true Religion, which Mankind are bound to 
acknowledge. If it be faid, that neither the 
‘hurch nor the Civil Magiftrate are recom- 
mended as a decifive Authority, to which an 
abfolute Submifiion is due; but only as more 
likely to judge right than the Bulk of the 
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if all the Members of @ Society can be breupte 
to agree among themfelves iz one Noticn if 
Religion? How far this may favour the View 
of a Macbiavelian Policy, I know Rot ; but 
it can, I think, be of no Service to the Ciné 
of Virtue, and a rational Piety: For wher 
we {peak of the Religion of Men, we unde. 
ftand what we mean, wiz. the unchangeable 
Religion of Reafon and Nature; when we 
fpeak of the Religion of Cdrifiians, we har 
an Idea of a Doétrine that rewiv'd natunl 
Truths, which, in the Darknels and Corp. 
tion of the World, were almoft loft, and ha 
inforc’d natural Duties on the nobleft Princ. 
ples ; of a Doétrine, ufeful and amiable, {uit- 
ed to our Wants and Circumftances : But what 
Senfe can be made of the Religion of a Cun. 
ery or indeed of what Ufe is it, that a Uniy 
of Opinion fhould be infifted on in thoie 
Points, in which both Nature and the Gofpe 
have left room for Variety! National Reli- 
gions have in{fpired Mankind with a mad Zeal, 
that has occafion’d inveterate and ereditary 
Hatred of each other ; and being heighten d 


People; this is taking away the Foundation, © by a Concern for the Honour of their refpec- 


and yet endeavouring to fupport the Superfruc- 
ture; for an Authority that is not decifive, 
is no Authority at all. And if every Man 
muft either approve, or reject, the public Doc- 
trines, and Forms of Worthip, as they are 
allow'd, or condemn’d, by his cen Reafon, 
and agree, or difagree, with his cevm Senfe of 
Scripture ; this is granting the largeft Scope to 


the Exercife of private Judgment that was D 


ever contended for; but, at the fame Time, 
it fuppofes a public Leading in Religion to be 
of no more Authority with refpeét to Con- 
ference, nor of greater Uje, than the Inftruc- 
tions and Reafonings of wife and inquifitive 
Men in private Stations; who may have 
this Advantage to plead, that they have no 


tive Countries, has been the Source of d- 
ftru€tive Wars, and of moft dreadful Scenes 
of Defolation and Mifery, National Religions 
create that very Variety in {peculative Princi- 
ples, and Modes of Worthip, which the Aé- 
vocates for them complain of. They are the 
true Caufe, why the major Part of whol 
Communities difagree in their Sentiments, and 
often in Matters of confiderable Importance; 
about which, if there be any Clearnefs and 
Certainty in the Rule of Truth, it moft be 
likely they would form the fame Judgment, 
if they were diligent and impartial in their 
Enquiries. And the Hiftory of all Ages in- 
forms us, that the Difference amongft Mat- 
kind have generally related, either to unnes 


particular loducements to fuit Religion to the F ceflary Ceremonies, or abftrufe perplexing To 


Genius of Courts, and the Ambition of 
Princes, or ule it as an Engine for erecting a 
fprritual Tyranny, to fatiate prieftly Avarice 
and Luft of Power. 

If there are any juft Reafons for an wniwer~ 
fal Agreement in every Point of Religion, 
they muft be drawn either from Principles 
common to all Mankind, or peculiar to us, 
as Chriflians. Now there can be no Argument 
of this Kind arifing from the Conftitution 
of Human Nature ; becaufe it has been plain- 
Iv prov'd, that it will {cCarce admit of fuch a 
Uniformity : Nor from that particular Scheme 
of Chriftianity ; becaufe it has neither ap- 
painted an axtheritaiiwe Determination of_ 
Controveriies ; nor promis’d to every Indivie

ories, impos’d by buman Authority. There is 
no Need of proving, that Summaries of Faith, 
compofed by fallible Men, are no fure Guard 
againft a Diverfity of religious Opinions ; be- 
caufe there is great Reafon to expect, that 
this will be readily allowed, and ftrenuoully 
fupported, by the Rev. Clergy of our own 
excellent Church, who fubfcribe her Articles 
in as widely difant and contradiGory Senke’, 
as were ever put on the moft dubious and iiri

In the Reign of Henry VII. Sir William 
D’ Anvers, Knt. was conftituted one of the

This noble Perfon was like- 
wife a great Encourager of Learning, and 
founded the famous Phyfick Garden at Ox- 
ford. But dying without Iffue, juft after the 
Troubles broke out, the Title became ¢x- 
tinét, and the Eftate falling to his Brother, 
Sir Yobn D’Anvers, was afterwards forfei- 
ted to the Crown; for I muft not conceal 
from the Reader that this Sir Yobn D'Ar- 
vers, not only took ‘the Parliament -Side in 
the War, but was one of thofe wicked and

Aufiria, and already Mafters of the greateft 
Part of the Hereditary Countries in, Italy. 
What Events may happen in the Courfe of 
the prefent Year, it is not poffible to deter- 
mine. 

But no good Englifbman can be undeter- 
mined, that the common Liberty of Eurcpe 
is the common Intereft of all Nations ; and 
if in the Courle of this War the Succefs of 
it fhall endanger the Peace and Security of 
Europe in general, or the Trade and Prof- 
perity of this Nation in particular, we can- 
not hefitate a Moment to arm in Vindica- 
tion of our Rights. 

The Part we have hitherto acted, hath 
been juftified not only by the Approbation 
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or any other Power, can have Views to be. 
come too formidable or to endanger the Li. 
berty of Eurcpe, or the Security of Britain; 
But we may fay, that whenever there thall 
be a Nation in Europe, too fond of exteng- 
ing its Power, and meditating Conquefts in- 
compatible with the Peace of the World, there 
cannot be a ftronger Circumftante in favour 
of fuch Defigns, nor can fuch a Nation have 
a ftronger Incentive to conquer all within it:

To be 
fure this could not be the Cafe: But if e- 
ver Englifomen, from a Spirit. of Party, hhall 
grow indifferent to the Safety of their Coun- 
try 3 or, what is worfe, fhall be refolved to 
diftrefs a Miniftry in Meafures neceflary for 
the publick Security; if fuch Men hall 
render it infinitely hazardous for thofe Mis 
nifters to undertake any Meafure, left it in- 
volve them in Ruin, and equally hazardous 
for other Nations to enter inte fuch Me- 
fures, left they fthould be involved in the

Acknowledgements of the conftant Oppofets 
of this Adminiftration: They allow it was 
not praéticable for us to interpofe orherwife 
than as Mediators, whilf the Dutch had en- 
gaged themfelves to be Neutral ; and, they 
do not pretend to alledge it was in our Power 
to hinder that Treaty of Neutrality, We 
have therefore had no other Meafures in our 
Option, than to endeavoor the Recohcilia- 
tion of the Princes. at War, and, by time- 
ly Provifions of Force, to give Weight to 
his Majefty’s Couneils, and Terror to his 
Enemies. 

In order then to confirm this national 
Weight, and to increafe it, the Unicn and 
Agreement of our own People is the tmoft 


abfolutely neceffary ; and if the common Sepfe F 


of the Nation fhall loudly declare itfelf for 
the common Intereft_ of Europe ; if the Spi- 
rit of the People of England thall be raifed 
in the Caufe of Liberty and Mankind ; if ic 
fhall be feen that there is no Part jutt or 
neceflary for the King to act, but the King- 
dom wall zealoufly fupport it; the Influence 
of fuch a Senfe in the People, and of fuch 
a Spirit in this Nation, will be confeffed, even 
by conquering Princes, and we thall thence 
have it much more in oor Power to reftore 
the Peace, without participating of the War. 

We are not at prefent to fy, that France, 


dered at if the Dutch, in fuch Circumiftan- 
ces, thould be Neutral againft their Indi- 
nations. 

If we look back to the Beginnings of the 
Jaft War with France, there was no Event 
which ubhered in that War more tragically 
lamented, or more bitterly inveighed 5 a 
than the Defeétion of the Ele&or of Bava- 
ria, who laid the Empire open to the Frenb, 
and received their Armies into the Heart 
of Germany : Yet it is generally agreed, that 
it was fatal Neceflity which forced him into 
that Meafure.. Nay, I have heard it affirm- 
ed, by Perfons the moft knowing in the 
Tranfactions of thofe Times, that the Eé- 
tor applied to K, William, to know how 
far he could depend upon his Support, ™ 
cafe he thould declare againft France? But 
the King’s Affairs were in too much Dif- 
trefs at Home, to give him. the Opportuai- 
ty of forming proper Alliances Abroad, and 
“ French had the Benefit of that important 
Ally. ; 

I am afraid we have been too buly i 
reviving the fame Divifions and Fadtions; 
but we ought to confefs, with Sarisfation, 
that this unreafonable Animofity is not %

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Years paft; and we may hope, from 
ron, Bt Temper and calm Debates of our 
greateft Affemblies, that ‘the publick Coun- 
cils will neither want Dignity nor Repu- 
tation.

chert is nothing more common than 
to have a clear-and diftinét Notion of 
particular Things, confidered feparately; and 
yct, when one happens to join them, and 
to make them of a complex Nature, Dark- 
nefs and Obfeurity inftantly arifes It feems 
to be like the Mixture of certain Liquors, 
which in themfelves are very’ tranflecid and 
clear: But as foon as they comie to be mixed, 
they inftantly grow opake, and dark. 

The Notion of Liberty feems to be of 
this Kind: It is clear’ enough of itlelf; and 
10 is that of Gowernment: But yet when-we 
come to confider thefe together, and to 
think of them: as ecnnedted;:it is notiealy 
to define what Liberty is; or to fay’ exa@ly 
to what it extends. Liberty confifts in a 
Power to act, or not,” as every Man: pleas 
fer: It is a State of Independency: on othe 
Will of any other. But then Géversiment 
fuppofes a Man is debarr’d of the Power’ of 
acting as he pleafes nay, it fuppofes his 
Attions are and muft be direéted by certain 
Prefcribed Reles, laid. down. by Superiors, to 
whom a legiflative Power is given. The

(See p. 137.) Wherever there are Duties in- 
cumbent upon ourfelve?, which cannot be per- 
formed by others for us, or by ourfelves for 
others, there we cannot transfer fuch Duties 
B to any others whatever, 
There is another Branch of Liberty, which 
I know. not whether I fhould confider as a a- 
tural Right retained: It rather feems to be 
acquired by entering into Society. 1 mean 
that which every Member of Society has, to 
fpeak his Sentiments openly concerning fuch 
Matters as affeé&t the Good of the Whole. 
@ When any Man makes himéelf a. Member of 
a Community, he becomes.concern’d for the 
Whole, as well as for his: particular Part: 
He ventures his Life and Fortunes upon the 
fame Bottom ; and is perpetually interefted ia 
its good or il] Succefy. Where-ever there- 
fore he perceives a Rock upon which there is 
a Probability that the Veffel may fplit; os if 
D he fees a Shoal, or Sand that miay fwallow it 
up; or if he forefees a Storm likely to atife ; 
his Intereft is too deeply concerned not to give 
Notice of the Danger: And the Right he has 
to his Life and Property, gives him a Right to 
fpeak his Sentiments.“: If the Pilot of the 
Ship réfufes to hear, or if the Captain, will 
take no Notice, yet ‘tis certain they acquire 
no Right to punifb the well-meant Informa- 
E tion, ‘nor to ftop the Mouth of him who 
thinks he defcries Danger to the whole Ship's 
Crew. In this Cafe, Government does not 
deprive a Man of Liderty, but encourages it ; 
and he would ceafe to be a good Member 
of Society, who fhould refolve to be filent on 
all Occafions, and neither heed,: nor {peak, 
nor guard againft the Follies; or Ignorance, or 
Miftakes of thofe atthe Helm .

Have frequently wonder'd, that fo few.of 


our modern Poets have “mpen'e the Mujfes 
on philof-pbical Subjedts. The greareft: Part 
have not ventur’d beyond a furling Stream, ow 
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a werdant Mead, and the moft daring have 
fcarce reach'd a dramatic Pebformance, But 
let us enquire, from the Natore of the Thing, 
whether Pblofophy is not capable of receiving 
the Ornaments ot Poetry, and whether thefe 
two have not been united in Fact. 

it is not a Sét of Words, rang’d in a certain 
Order, chat diftingwithes Poetry from Hiffory, 
or other Profe-Writings, but fuch lively Re- 
prefentations as fet the Things themfelves be- 
fore our Eyes, and make us imagine them 
acting before us rather than deferib’d. Add 
to this a Nodlencft of Sentiments, a bold me- 
tapborical Tarn of Words, and a Choice of 
fuch Circumftances only as ferve to enliven 
the Defcription, without Regard to the Order 
of plain Narration. A Concurrence of all 
thefe makes up that majeftic Air, which 
Horace fomewhere ftiles the poetical Divinity. 
It is very juftly obferv’d of feveral Paffages 
in the antient Poets, that when ftripp’d of the 
Harmony of Numbers they ftill retain their 
poetical Dignity and Grandeur. Now what 
can infpire more exalted Sentiments or livelier 
Defcriptions than a Contemplation of the 
Works of Nature, a View of the moral or na- 
tural Syitem of Things? Such is the Order 
and Regularity of the beavenly Bodies, that 
fome have imagin’d I know not what tanate 
Majic and Harmony in the Proportions of their 
Situations; which, perhaps, amounts to no- 
thing more than the different Modes of univer- 
fal Gravity in different Diftances. However 
there is nothing more proper to furnith us with 
fablime Sentiments and poetical Images than a 
View of the magnificent Structure of Things, 
than that waft Idea which made the Morn- 
ing Stars fing togetber, and the Sons of God 
foot for Fy: 

And tho’ the common Forms of our Lan- 
geege may here be too fcanty for our Ideas, 
yet fince nothing adds more to the Mayjefy of 
Poetry than a Deviation from the common 
Modes of fpeaking, that Defect may be abun- 
dantly fupply’d by a Revival of antiquated 
Words, which are confefs'd to give a wenera- 
ble Air to poetical Defcriptions. 

Many are the Examples that might be 
drawn from the Antients to warrant the 
Pra&tice of this Doftrine: They certainly 
thought Phihfpby no fmall Ornament to Poe- 
try, when they inculcate their Notions in 
thofe Works where they fhould fem moft 
unlikely to be introduc’d ; and fuch a Tinéture 
of every Science runs thro’ their Peems, that 
it has been particularly obferv'd of one of them, 
that were al! the Books in the World de- 
ftroy’d befides, Learnirig would ftill be pre- 
ferv'd in bim. Virgil never feems more happy 
than when he moralizes his Song with the 
Platonic Dofrines, when he Gags the Origin 
‘of baman Paffions, the Soul of the World and 
the Formation of Things. When any philofo- 
‘phical Notion ftarts up in his Way he imme- 
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iately takes Fire, and with a Kind of § 
re pronounces that Man bappy wh can troy 
out the Caufes and Reafons of Things, on 
thereby free bimfelf from thofe idle Fears hick 
baunt fuperftitious Mortals. We difeover 6.

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Of all the Things in the World, Re/gron 
(ems the leaft liable to ObjeCticn on account 
of its Antiquity; and yet it has fared the 
worfe among us for that very Reafon.

{me ridiculous Caft of Mind, which has 
mode People run mad after, Harleguins and 
Morfiers, has led them to admit Innovati- 
ons in Religion, and to receive with Favour 
the moft abfurd and deftruétive Opinions, 
becaufe they were fingular, bold, and fur- 
prifing. The Papifts have endeavoured to 
prove the Novelty of cur Religion, but little 
imagined what a Service they might have 
done us with the prefent Generation, if they 
could have made good their Point. We in- 
deed unluckily have anfwered their be gre 
Where was your Religion before Luther ? with 
an Affertion, that it was where theirs was 
before Popery begun. ‘Thus while we have 
been blindly defending ourfelves againft one 
Set of Men, who quarrelled with us for 
want of the Prefeription of Age; we have 
incurr’d the Difpleafure of the prefent Men 
of Tate, who will admit nothing but what 
is new. 

Here then I fix, and give Levity and a 
violent Attachment to Novelty, for one Rea- 
fon of modern Infidelity. J own, many o- 
ther Caufes have confpired to its Succefs : 
For fuch being the prevailing Tafte, Lazi- 
nels, Ignorance, Ambition, Debauchery, En- 
vy, Talkativenefs, all found their feveral 
Accounts by falling in with it. As Things 
now fland it requires mo great Pains or Ta- 
lents, to be Mafters of the modern taking 
Performances. The Road to Glory is now 
Compendious and eafy ; and the Man, who 
is fond of fhining, has nothing more to do, 
than to ftrike out of his own Head (and a 
Head of Flint may contain fome Sparks of 
Fire) fomething too abfurd or wicked, to 
have ever been faid before, The Debauchee, 
among the various Doétrines in Vogue, finds 
fomething to footh him in every of his Plea- 
‘ures; the Man of Spken meets with inex- 
haufted Funds tor Ill-nature ; and the Prater 
may eternally run on at no other Expence, 
than that of his Breath.

T HE great End of Hifory is to make the 
4 prefent and future Ages wifer and hap- 
per by the Example of former ones. For 
this Reafon, I think thofe Parts of Hiftory 
moft ufeful, which treat of the Fail of States, 
and the Means, by which they were deftroy’d. 
M. Rollin, in his antient Hiftory of the Greeks 
= Perfians, hath fo curious a Paflage on 
b, Sabjedt, concerning the Meffenrans, that 
tave fent you a Tranflation of it, as follows. 

here is an old Error in Politicks, with 
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which Polydius reproaches the Meffenians, 
in their Condvét towards Sparta, and 
which was the Ceufe of all Mistor- 
tunes, that is, being too follicitous in ob- 
taining prefent Tranquillity, and from an ex- 
ceffive Love of Peace negieGling the Means 
of fecuring it for ever. They had for their 
Neighbcurs two of the moft powerful Peo-~ 
ple of Greece ; the Arcadians and the Lace- 
demoniars. The /atter, upon their firtt E- 
Atablift ment in that Country, declar’d open 
War againft them. The former, on the 
contrary, attsch’d themfelves conflantly to 
them, ard juyported all their Interefts. But 
the Meffin.cns had neither the Courage to 
make a vigorous and fleady Oppofition to 
their exafperated and irreconcileable Enemies, 
nor Prudence encugh to keep upon good 
Terms with their faithful and affe&ionate 
Friends, When thefe two People made Wat 
upon each other, or carried their Arms to 
any other Part of the World, the Mife- 
nians taking but little Care of Futurity, and 
minding nothing but prefent Repoje, made it 
a Merit in them not to efpoufe the Quarrels 
of one, or the other, and to obferve an exod? 
Neutrality, They congratulated themfelves, 
at the fame Time, on their Wifdom and 
Happinefs in continuing fo quiet amidft the 
Troubles, which difturb’d ail their Neigh- 
bours. This State of Tranquillity was not 
of long Duration. The Lacedemoniant, 
teing delivered from their Enemies, fell up- 
on them with their whole Force; and find- 
ing them ftanding fingle, without any Sue~ 
cour, or Defence, obliged them either to fub+ 
mit to the Yoke of a galling Servitude, or 
to banifh themfelves from their Country, 
They were often reduced to this miferable 
Dilemma. But they ought to have reflected, 
fays Polybius, that as nothing is more de- 
fireable, nor more falutary, than a Peace 
founded upon Juftice and Honour, fo no- 
thing is more fhameful and pernicious, than 
a Peace procured by vile Methods, and pur- 
chafed at the Expence of Liberty.’

grow from thefe Things. 

I fay then, that if we will difcharge our 
Coniciences, and be true to God, to the 
Prince, and to our Country, we muft have 
due Confideration to the Place and to the Oc- 
cafion of our Coming together, that is to fay, 
we muft have duc Confideration to the Circum- 
ftances of Things, otherwife we hall neither 
ferve God, nor our Prince, nor our Country 
faithfully ; we muft not diffemble as Eye- 
pleafers, either to avoid the Difplealure of 
our Prince, or of any other Perfon, how great 
foever he may be; for Solomon faith, i tb 
Ways of the Righteous there is Life, 2s for 
any other Way therefore it is the Path ‘ 
Death ; fo that to avoid everlafting Death and 
Condemnation with the high and migh'y 
God, we ought to proceed in every Cavit 
according to the. Nature and Circumfance 
of the Matter, and not, like Flatterers, a- 
cording to the Prince’s Humour and Mint 
Many Times it falleth out that a Prince m*y 
favour a Caufe perilous to his own Saiety, 
as well as prejudicial to the true Intereft 
the State. What are we in fuch a Cafe, i! 
we follow the Prince’s Humour and Mint, 
are we not unfaithful to our God, to 
Prince, and to the whole Realm? Is it not 
known to all the World, that we are cho- 
fen of the whole Realm, out of 4 fpecial 
Truft and Confidence by them repofed in 
to forefee all Inconveniencies, and to opely 
fuch falutary and wholefome Remedies, ‘ht 
no Mifchiet may fall upon this noble Realm 
by thele laconveniencies? Then I will & 
dowa my Opinion herein, which is, that he 
who difembleth to her Majefty’s Peril, 
to the Mifehief and Damage of this bis 9* 
tive Country, ought to be efteemed, as he is, 
a moft hatetul Enemy to both. He that 
deth this, giveth wnto her Majefty a dete! 
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he that contradicteth her Mind and Humour, 
w» her Prefervation, and the Welfare of this 
noble Realm, yea, tho’ her Majefty thould 
ne much offended at him, ought to be ad= 
‘ydged an approved and true Lover ; for faith- 
iy] are the Wounds of a Lover, faith Soloman, 
sue the Kilfis of an Enemy are decettfal. And 
t is far better, faid Antifibenes, to fall a- A 
mongit Kites and Ravens, than among ft Flat- 
rerers; for Kites and Ravens do but devour 
the dead Corpfe, but Flatterers devour the 
Living; and it is both treacherous and hel- 
lih thro’ Flattery to feel to devour our na~ 
tural Prince, or do Damage to our native 
Country, and that do Flatterers 5 therefore 
let them leave this Houfe with Shame. 

A Meflage, Mr. Speaker, .was laft Seffion B 
brought to this Houfe, that we fhould not 
meddle in Matters of Religion, but firft to 
receive from the Bifhops; furely this was a 
doleful Meffage, for it was as much as to 
fay, you thall not deal im God’s Caufe. I af- 
{ure you, Mr. Speaker, these were divers 
in this Houfe, that thought with grievous 
Hearts, upon receiving that Meflage, that C 
God of his Juftice weuld not profper the Sef- 
fions, and thofe who made that Interpreta- 
ton feem’d to have the Spirit of Prophecy. 
Well then the great and mighty God, great 
ia Council and infinite in Wiféom, who is 
the only Direétor of every Thing that was 
geod, was the laft Seffion fhut out of Doors ; 
but what fell out of it forfooth? Why his 
great Indignation was poured out upon this 
Houle, for he did put it into the Queen’s 
Majefty's Heart to refufe good and whole- 
lome Laws for her own Prefervation and our 
Good, which made many faithful Hearts 
curit into Tears with Grief, and many falfe 
/raitors in their Sleeves to laugh the whole 
Parliament to Scorn.

lay upon him the Blame of unfortanate Coun- 
Cils; who have no Regard to his Honour, 
when their cen Safety is in Queftion, whofe 
Advices tend to their own private Profit with- 
out Confderation of their Mafter’s, or the 
Pobiick Welfare. Such Favourites and Mi- 
2 Rers the People hate, and exclaim againft, 
and whole Heads they commonly reach at lait. 
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A King, who would reform the State, 
muft expect to meet fome Difficulties, efpe- 
cially if a great many of thofe about him are 
Partakers in the Abufes he would corre¢}, 
All Sorts of Rubs will be laid in the Way, 
and the Fears of fuch as may be call’d to 
an Account will make them fet all Kinds of 
Engines at Work. They will put a high 
Value upon their own Deferts, and arregate 
to themfelves the jingle Merit of the many 
Millions the whole Nation has freely paid 
and granted. ‘They will endeavour to blaft 
the Reputation of fuch as would inquire into 
their Actions; and will pretend that all Mo- 
tions leading thereunto, are nothing but the 
Effe@ts of Difcontent, and the Refult of 
Faétion. They will do their beft to periuade 
the World, that no Man aéts upon Principle, 
that. all is {way’d by particular Malice, and 
that there is not left in the Kingdom any 
Party of Men which coniult the pubiick 
Good. 
They, who are apprehenfive that the

Zot 100,000]. at once, did be not fave the Na- 
tion? If we are ufed thus, what Encourage- 
sent wiil there be to fervePrinces ? all this tends 
to leffen the Monarchy, invade the Prerogative, 
and to fet up a Doge of Venice; Yes, Sir, per- 
haps there may be added, and the Majority 
are of this Opinion. By this Bearing and falfe 
Suggeftions, well-meaning Perfons have been 
frighted from reaching at great Offenders, 
and even the beft Patriots, by feeing with 
what Zeal the {malleft Corruptions are defend- 
ed, have been wearied into Silence ; and this has 
perfuaded fome of cur Kings the Offenders 
were grown above Laws, or the People con- 
fented to what they did not think fit to punifh. 

Bad Men have ever given falfe Colours to 
their Proceedings, and cover’d their Ambition, 
Corruption and Rapine with the Pretence of 
their Mafter’s Service ; they make him be- 
Fieve their Greatnefs advances him, whereas 
it truly tends to his Diminution; their Riches 
have frequently brought Envy upon the 
Prince; but we can hardly find an Inftance 
of any who in his Diftrefs has been affified 
with the Purfes of his Minifters, who are 
commonly the firft who fly from his Misfor- 
tunes.

Such a one who had done a thoufand faith) 
Services, muft be laid afide, becaufe his juftFean 
would not permit him. to come into the laf 
bad Meafures. This Man was againit me; 
we fufpect fuch another ; fome are too cav- 
tions; fome too difcerning ; others left us in 
fuch an important Vote: And they grow to 
that Prefumption, by Degrees, as to advile 
C that a whole Party fhould be frown’d upon 
and deprefs’d ; but when they proceed fo faras 
to get the Prince to declare openly for one, 
and againft the other Side, then they lay the 
Axe to the Root.

*Tis very true, that when the Crown was 
firft fettled upon the Houfe of Hanover, the 
Friends of that illuftrious Houfe, rather than 
not have the Aét of Settlement pafs, con- 
fented to have it pafs’d with this Limitation 
among others, ‘ That all Men who dbe/d 
¢ Places under the Crown, thould be incapa- 
‘ dle of fitting in the Houfe of Commons,’ O- 
ther Limitations were mentioned, fuch as 
would have quite changed, not indeed the 
Form but the Ejfence of our Conftitution, and 
render’d the Crown titular and precarious, as 
may be feen in a Pamphlet publifh’d while 
the Bill for the Proteftant Succeffion was de- 
pending, intitled, Limitations for the next 
Foreign Succeffor, or new Saxon Race, and 
bound up with the State Traés. 

Here are fome of the Limitations propofed : 

© That xo Noblemen be created but by Con- 
© fent of Parliament; nor Lord Chancellor, 
© Treafurer, Admiral, or Ccmmiffioners for ex- 
© ecuting thofe Offices. 

€ That a Committee of Parliament be ap- 
© pointed to fit conftantly during the Inter- 
* vals of Parliament, to give Advice in all 
© arduous Affairs, fuperintend the Adminifira- 
* tion, and make Report to the Parliament 
© at the next Meeting. 

€ That all great Officers in the Church, 
« Army, Militia, and Navy, be named, not 
© without Confent of Parliament. 

‘ That the King have no Power to refufe 

© pafling fuch Aéts as fhall be offered him 
by both Houfes. 
* That the Parliament, or their Commit- 
© tee, be confulted, when Orders are ifiued 
for paying the Army and Navy; for rai- 
“ fing and difbanding Troops; equipping, 
‘ fending out, and laying up Men of War; 
« and Power to direét in all Matters relating 
‘ to Magazines, Forts, Ge. 

‘ That the Parliament have their ftated 
‘ Times of Meeting annually ena¢ted by Law, 
* without Dependence upon Proclamations to 
* call them together. 

Thefe Limitations, with many others, were 
propofed to be pafied into a Law, and to com- 
mence when the Hanover Succeffion took Place. 
Now Jj affirm, that the Limitations would 
have abfolutely deprivea the King of a// real 


Power, and piaced the whole Power, Legifla- 


tive and Executive, in the Parliament; 
which would then have pofiets’d, not a con- 
fiitutional, but an abfolute Independency, erec- 
ted upon the Ruins of the King’s conflitutio- 
nal Indeperdency. And 1 affirm further, that 
the depriving the Ring of the Power of Dif- 
pofing of all Places, Civil, Military, and 
Ecclefiaftical, wou'd have included ali the o- 
ther Limitations mentioned above, tho’ they 

had 
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no real Power to balance againft the other 
Powers of the Legiflature but fuch a Dij/po- 
ftion of Places, mutt neceffarily bave conced- 
éd to all the Parliament infifted upon at all 
Times. And thus there would have been 
a Period put to the beft Conftitution im the 
World, confifting of three Powers checking, 
Controuling, limiting, or a/fifing one another, 
as Occafions required. 

The true, or at leaft the Wife Friends of 
our Conftitution, and of the Hanover Succef- 
fion, feem to have been of Opinion, that 2 
difabling Bill, or an A& incapacitating every 
Man who ferves the Government, for ferving 
bis Country in Parliament, would have the 
fame ill Tendency, and produce the fame bad 
Efte@s: For in the Year 1705, when the 
Bill to fettle a Regency between the Queen’s 
Death and the Coming over of the prefent 
Royal Family was brought into the Houfe, 
that incapacitating Claufe in the A& of Suc- 
cefiion was repealed: Tho’ to pleafe fome 
of the vealous Wbigs (who were warmly pof- 
fefs'd with the Notion of a Self-denying Bill, ) 
@ great many Offices were enumerated, fuch 
as Cufloms and Excife; and it was declared, 
that every Man who held any of thefe, was 
thereby incapacitated from fitting in the Houfe 
of Commons ; and every Member of the Houfe 
who did accept of any otber Office, was, upon 
that, excluded the Houfe, and a new Writ 
was to go out to thofe whom he reprefent- 
ed, to choofe again; but it was left free to 
them to chiofe bim, or any other Man they 
pleafed. 

Thus Things ftand now; and thus, I 
think, they ought to ftand, for thefe two 
plain Reafons ; Firft, the cutting off all Men 
who ferve the Government, from a Pofibility 
of ferving their Country in Parliament, would 
naturally tend to fubvert the Conftitution ; 
and, Secondly, it would depriwe the People of 
their Right to choofe what Gentlemen they 
think fit to reprefent them. 

Befides, fuch an incapacitating Bill would 
mct prevent what is pretended to be aim’d 
at, Corruption; for Perfons im great Power 
might then as much endeavour to get a Par- 
liament on their Side, as at any other Time, 
and to influence Electors and EleGed: Why 
not? So that "twould not, 1 fay, prevent 
Corruption ; nor can any Thing prevent pub- 
lick Corruption, or fecure publick Virtue, but 
private Virtue, Indufiry, Frugality, and OE-

'Q Obfervation is more common, or 
better confirmed by Experience, than 


this; that fong Habits, whether virtuous of B 


wicious, are apt to grow natural, and ‘can 
never be overcome without the utmoft Dif- 
ficulty. Nothing therefore is more frequently 
ineulcated by Moralifts and Divines, than 
to endeavour to make Virtue habitual to us; 
and to take Care that Vice does not become 
fy. in its Stead. 

The fame Odfrvation will hold, with Re- 
lation to Government. - What is habitual, ia 

ivate Life, may be called conftitutional, as 
co the Publick; 1. ¢. it will become as natu- 
ral to the Body of the People, by Length of 
Time and Encouragement, as if it was really 
a Part of our Conflitution, tho” contrary to 
its original Principies, and tending to its De- 
firuétion. It is therefore the Duty of Le- 
giflators and Governors, in this Cafe, as much 
as of Moralifis and Divines, in the other, 
to- check the firft Appearances of national 
Vices, before they gather Strength and rivet 
themfelves, by Cuftom, in the Minds of the 
People. 

Of all Vices, both publick and private, the 
molt pernicious as well as the moft odious is 
Corruption, or being infiuenc'd, by pecuniary 
Motives, t? af againfi our Judgments and 
Confciences, J call this the mof permecious of 
ol} Vices, betavfe it is really an Inlet to every 
other, both with Regard to the Corrupter and 
the Corrupted, and is often made Ule of, in a 
general Senfe, to comprehend them all. 

A Man, in private Life, who corrupts 
arother, or fulters bimjelf to be corrupted, isa 
very dangerous Criminal ; becaufe Selt-Defence 
will prompt him to ftick at nothing after- 
wards, for Fear of Difcovery, and make him 
endeavour to fcreen one Piece of Iniquity by 
another. 

A Perfon, in publich Life, who gives him- 
felf up to the fame jcandalous Praéice, is ftill 
more dangerous ; not only as his Example is 
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well as thofe he cotrupts, from : 
and Punifhment. If hives Men a 
another, or is bribed himfelf, to ferve 4 
bad Ends, he hath ‘no other Chance of ef,” 
ing with Impunity, but by keeping hj 
undifcover’d ; becaufe the Comat ol 
do not partake in the Profits of his Guib, 
and may juftly apprehend the Con 

of it towards theméelves, will naturally py. 
fue him,, and unite their Endeavours to bring 
him to Juftices: “But a Man, who is ip. 
trufted with the Riches of @ whole Natin, 
hath it in his Power not only to bribe Mu. 
titudes into his Meafures, but even to top 
the Hue and Cry, when it begirs to purl 
him, By theie Means the corrupe Party 
will foon grow too ftrong for the uncorrap, 
and defy all their impotent Attacks. Whe, 
this comes to be the Cafe, what can be the 
Confequencé ‘but that Virtue and commas fh. 
nefly will be laugh’d out of Countenance? 
The Generality of Mankind will grow aham.- 
ed of thofe old-fafbton'd Virtues, and chule to 
be rich and wicked with the Majority, n- 
ther than and virtuous with the Mim- 
rity. Thus will Corruption become epidemi- 
cal, and fpread itfelf, like a Leprofy, over 
the whole Nation ; or, to fpeak in Scripture- 
Language, the whole Head will be fick, and 
the whole Hear? faint. From the Sole of the 
Foot unto the Head there will be no Seurduf 
tn it, but Wounds, and Bruifes, and putrify- 
ing Sores. 

Such a general Depravation, and even Dil- 
folution of Manners, is grieyous enough of 
itfelf; but the worft of it is, that it will 
hardly admit of any Remedy. A River, 
that is poifon’d even at the Fountain-Head, 
will purge off the noxious Particles by De- 
grees, and purify itfelf again; but when all 
the Streams of Government are infected, no- 
E. thing but a Miracle can effect a radical Cure, 

There are Inftances of People, eminently 
diftinguithed for their Lowe of Liberty, who, 
being long and grievoufly opprefs’d by an ™ 
famous Cabal, refus'd to fight for their Country. 
They thought, perhaps, that even a 
Yoke would fit eafier on their Necks, or? 
more honourable at leaft, than one impos'd 
upon them by their Fellow-Subject:.—-Let 0 
pray to God, and ufe our utmoft Endeavour, 
that this may never be again the Cafe of any 
Sree Nation.

other, Thefe tevo Sets of People will be con- 
tinual Drains upon a Minifler, who is known 
to fupport himfelf in Power by this infamous 
Expedient. But as his chief Reliance muft 
be on the /atter, the profuse being vaftly more 
numerous than the avarisious, he will not 
tru@ to the natural Propenfity of Mankind, 
but encourage them in it, by introducing a 
general Vogue of Luxury, and endeavouring 
to turn all Examples of Frugality into Ridi- 
cule. This will not only make them extra- 
vagant and neceffitcus, but effeminate and in- 
different to the publick Good, at the fame 
Time. 

If any Thing can add to the Enormity of

The Chan- 
cellor of Lithuania has difpatch’d away the 
Univerfalia for the Army of that Dutchy, 
exhorting them to follow the Example of the 
Crown Army, and fubmit to King Auguflus, 
who aflures them of a moft gracious Reception. 
From Drefden: That the famous Napb- 
thal: Ganzo, who ated the Part of Ambaf- 
fador from the Grand Signor at //arfatv, at 
the firft Breaking out of the Troubles in Po- 
land, has been feiz’d at Belgrade as a Spy 
in the Service of a certain Power. They 
feiz’d at the fame Time all his Papers, and 
the magnificent Prefents of Saxon Porcelain 
he was intrufted with for the Grand Signor. 
He would fain have kill’d the Meflenger 


fent along with him to conduét him, fuf- 


pecting that it was he that had betray'd his 
Secrets; but he was difappointed. They flat- 
ter themfelves they fhall be able to get ovt 
of that intriguing Man fome confiderable 
Lights, efpecially with Regard to the Court 
of Koningsberg, and fome others. He is a 
Jew of Amflerdam, where he is very weil 
known. 

From Paris, We are at prefent in fuch 
Confufion at this Capital, and over all the 
Kingdom, that fome Precautions are taking 
by the Miniflers of State to prevent a Civil 
War: Gentlemen and Ecclefiafticks are fent 
to the Bafiile by Dozens: The Parliament 
are fo much divided, that the Members (as 
we imagine) do nothing but invent fome Ex- 
cules or Pretenfions toabfent themfelves from 
Court. The Country People from different 
Provinces are fo nunrerous in this City, that 
the Judge of Policy endeavour’d to clear the 
City of them, but to no Purpofe, becaule 
they can find no Bread nor Money in the 
Country ; in fhort, if the War continues long, 
this Country will be one of the moft mif- 
rable in the World. 

From Turin; That the Duke D’ 797, fe- 
cond Son to the King of Sardiria, died there 
the latter End of laff Month, aged about 4 
Years, 

From Hanover; That Count Hornberg, 
Prime Minifter of State for that Eleétorate, 
died there. 

From the fame Place. Baron de Lentte, 
Commiflary of War, arrived here the rf 
Infant from Franckfort, and the next Day 
made his Report to the Government of the 
good Condition in which he Jeft the Hanower 
‘Troops, who were then in full March to join 
the. Army on the Rhine. The two fuperb 
Tombs on which we have been at Work here 
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for fome Years paft, and which are defien'; 
for the late King George 1. and his Brothe, 
the Duke of York and Albany, and Bids 
of Ofnaburg, are now finith'd. 

Prince Eugene left Vienna the 4th Inftan 
N. S. and having tarried two Days at Hp. 
bron, arriv’d at the Camp at Brufthal; ang 
having finith’d the Review of the Imperia/ 
Army on the Rérne, he order’d them inr 
the Lines again, which are but two Leagues 
from Philipfburg. 

From Mantua, The French have guitted 
Baftiglia, and are come in Sight of our Meo. 
The Imperialifis have abandon'd Cafiglicn:, 
and have furm'd a Body of 6000 Men ner 
Borghetto, in the Neighbourhood of Goite, to 
oppole the Defign which the Allies feem to 
have of cutting off their Communication with 
Tirol. An Ordinance has been publith’d at this 
Place, enjoyning all Perfons, to make a Pro- 
vifion of Eating and Drinking for a Year and 
a half; and that whoever fhall not, hill 
be driven out of the Town without Mercy. 

From Naples: That the Priefts there hi. 
bour with all their Power to keep the Peo. 
ple fteady to the new Government, and have 
Miracles at their Fingers Ends to evidence 
the Finger of Heaven in the late Change. 
They have Saints in every Corner of the 
Street, that will {mile if you huzza for Dia 
Carlos ; and the Arms of that Prince lately 
fetting up in one of the Churches, an Image 
of the Virgin Mary, which had ftood in the 
fame Pofition for 20 Years before, turned 
about and pointed to the Efcutcheon. The 
famous Scene of St. Fanuarius being play’ 
over on the late Feftival of St. Philip, the 
King of Spatn’s Name-Day, the cangeald 
Blood liquify’d in an Inftant, and boil'd vp 
with fuch Vehemence, that it almoft threa- 
ten'd the Glafs that held it, to the great 
Terror of the Prieft, who had accidentally 
over- heated the Phial. The Head of the Saint, 
which is likewife brought out on thele f0- 
jJemn Occafions, was obferv’d to have aa: 
Pair of Whifkers. 

Letters from Madrid affure us, that the 
Courts of Spain and Portugal are fo anima- 
ted againft one another, that nothing /es 
than an open Rupture is expeéted 3 and thst 
every Thing is preparing for opening the Cam- 
paign on both Sides with the greateft Aa'- 
mofity. , 

The Right Hon. Horatio Walpole, Eig; bis 
Majefty’s Ambaffador to the Srates- Gene, 
had an Audience of their High Mightinelics, 
and prefented a Memorial, couch’d in very 
pathetick Terms, conjuring them to put tP° 
Republick in fuch a Condition as might £¥* 
more Weight to their Mediation, and en 
them to act in Concert with the King 
Mafter.
